Shahak s views make him a part of 
an unpopular minority in israel. He is 
a professor of organic chemistry at 
Hebrew University in Tel Aviv 

Shahak was born in Poland in 
1933. After the German holocaust, he 
moved to Palestine 

Introduced by Ayad Al - Quazzaz 
associate professor of Sociology 
Shahak went On to outline the plight 
of the Palestinians in the conquered 
territories of the Gaza Strip, Golan 
Heights and the West Bank 

Shanak covered foursubjects the 
general absence of democratic rights 
of Palestinians, the types of 
punish nents not the legal 
punishments decreed by a court), the 
treatment of the workers and finally 
the settlements 

Shahak eleborated on these four 
areas. Palestinians lack the right to 
hold public meetings, cultural clubs, 
trade unions and any range in society 
which constitutes a public and

Using the example of 
the city of Tel Aviv, Shahak painted a 
picture of severe suppression 
Shahak explained that the city has ap 
proximately 70,000 Palestinians used 
for cheap labor. There is a law 
rael that forbids Palestinians to be 
within the state of Israei between 1-3 
a.m. Most people recognizing this as 
hard to enforce, give the workers a 
choice of volunteering to be locked 
within their rooms from the outside 
Agreeing to this, the workers would 
not be persecuted for their crime 
However, many died within the rooms 
when there were outbreaks of fires 
Shahak closed his discussion with 
the subject of the settlements within 
the last ten years in Israel He said

A reentry student is often unsure 
or fearful about returning to school 

lf she is a woman in her thirties or 
fifties, she may think she is too old to 
get her degree or return to school for 
retraining to enabie her to change 
jobs. PASAR reentry counsolors ask 
these women how old they want to be 
when upon retirement or death. A 30 
year old woman will have at least forty 
more years in her life to change 
careers or get retraining by going 
back to school. A 50 year old woman 
will have around thirty years to go to 
college or get retraining 

Looking at old age from that 
prospective makes the student or non 
- Student see how young and produc- 
tive they can be 

PASAR is for students and non - 
students 18 years and over. Their 
reentry counselors are experienced 
and compassionate people who just 
started working with PASAR Sept. 1, 
they are Charlies Smith, Cynthia Gor- 
ton and Marilyn Guelden.

The October 4th editorial by the 
Acting Dean of Students relative to 
the surplus E.OP. funds contains 
inaccuracies that need to be ciarified 

It was stated that in May of 1976 (in 
actuality the action occurred in June 
of 1976) the Senate voted to allow 
E.O.P. to carry over any unused funds 
at the end of the 1976 fiscal year for 
future program needs. According to 
the Acting Dean of Students, “One 
must assume the AS/ Business Office 
was aware of this.” 

First of all, | personally did not as- 
sume the position of ASi Executive 
Director untii December of 1976 
Whatever occurred some six months 
prior to my arrival on campus, | would 
have no knowledge of Secondly. the 
entire three - person acco! *ning staff 
of the Business Office was not here in 
May of 1976, and they aiso would 
Nave no personal knowledge of this 
transaction. During this year's budget 
hearings, | was not aware that the 
June transaction was ever brought to 
the attention of the A.S. Senate by any 
representative of the EOP. nor have 
| ever personally been made aware of 
this transaction by any representative 
of E.O.P 

Allocated funds from the ASI 
Senate to the E OP. are transferred 
by this office to the University: and in 
actuality, we have no further contro! 
aver the record keeping or ac- 
counting functions of the funds 
Perhaps this was a deficiency of the 
ASI Business Office, and procedures 
are being undertaken to assure 
greater accounting controis on such 
fu. ids. However, | will not assume the 
total blame on the matter. | personally 
feel that we should have been notified 
by E.O.P. relative to the June 1976 ac- 
tion of the Senate which occurred 
without the knowledge of current 
Staff

Taller Chico outpoints 
smaller Hornets twice

It has often been said that, in 
sports, a good big man will always 
deat a good iittie man 

The Hornet volleyball team found 
that the saying is equally applicable 
to team sports, as it was narrowly 
defeated by CSU-Chico last Friday 
night 

The much taller Wildcats, while be- 
ing pressured into making costly mis- 
takes at times, simply wore down the 
Hornets in their best-of-five series 

In the first game, the Hornets 
seemed to be caught napping as they 
were stunned by an early 14-1 Chico 
lead 

When the Hornets managed to get 
control of the serve, and wina pointto 
bring the score to 14-2, coach Debby 
Colberg commented, “only fourteen 
more (points) to go. Neediess to say 
they were only able to score two more 
points, before the Wildcats won the 
game at 15-4 

The buzzer signalling the start of 
the second game. pilus the pep talk 
that Colberg gave to her team, must 
have done something to awaken the 
Hornets 

They came out ready to prove to 
the Wildcats that the first game was a 
fluke. They did 

With weil placed setting by 
Stephanie Stark and Lydia Delis, and 
strong spiking even over the 
Outstretchec arms of the tail Chico 
defenders — by Pat Miller, Jonelle 
Johnson, Julie Hornback and Lor- 
raine Simmons, the Hornets took 
complete control of the second game 

They turned the momentum of the 
first game completely around, mov- 
ing Out to a 10-3 lead, increasing it to 
14-7, then closing the Wildcats out at 
15-7 

The third game was the closest of 
the match, with the teams tied at 2-2 
again at 4-4, and again at 6-6. Chico 
then moved out to a 14-8 lead, but the 
Hornets bravely fought back to 14-10 
They could gain no more ground 
however, with the Wildcats going on 
to win 15-10 

At that point, about one third of the 
fans got up and left, thinking that the 
Hornets were through for the 
evening. However, the remaining two 

thirds loyally stayed to cheer the 
Hornets on to victory. While not vic- 
torious, the Hornets did give the 
crowd its money's worth 

The Hornets took an early 3-0 lead 
only to have the Wildcats tie it at 3-3 
What followed was probably the 


Hornets’ best team effort of the 
season 

With fine dig shots by Stark and 
Randie Revilla. and excellent spiking 
by Jonnson, Hornback and Miller, the 
Hornets stormed out to a 10-3 lead 

Forcing the Wildcats to make error 
upon error, the Hornets never lookec 
back as they went on to soundly 
defeat Chico, 15-3 amid loud cheers 
from the fans, and from Hornet JV 
team coach Pam Walker. the match 
was then tied at two games apiece 
with the fifth and deciding game soon 
to be piayed 

However, the fifth game was rather 
anticlimactic as far as the Hornets 
and Hornet fans were concerned. as 
the Wiidcats took the possibility of 
losing very seriously aggresively 
grabbing an early 8-1 lead, and hold- 
ing On to win 15-6 

Stating that "We didn't deserve to 
win, a dissapointed Colberg had a 
good excuse. although not electing to 
use it, in that she had made a few 
changes for the game with Chico 

Delis, who was in the starting 
lineup for the first time this year, was 
filling in for Rosa Vais, whose ton- 
silitis kept her out of practice all week 
Colberg noted that “Lydia did an

After coming off their narrow loss 
to Chico, the Hornets would not have 
been blamed if they had done poorly 
in the Sonoma Tournament the 
following day But the Hornets not 
only played well, they also won their 
respective pool, and were. ironically, 
defeated in the final by Chico 

The Hornets ran through a 
mediocre St. Mary's team, 11-7, 11-7, 
then ekked Out a close win over CSU- 
Sonoma, 11-8, 11-9. They topped that 
with a pair of wins against another 
conference opponent, CSU- 
Hayward, by scores of 11-5 and 11-1 

The Hornets most impressive win 
was over CSU-San Francisco, a team 
which had beaten them earlier in the 
year. This time, the Hornets biasted 
the muc taller, yet much slower, 
Gators 11-8, 11-4. The final was sort 
of academic, as Chico again had the 
edge to defeat the Hornets, this time 
by scores of 11-3 and 11-9
